
Schools Expect Another
Enrollment in T o r r a n c e 

schools is expected to increase 
about; 2000 ayain next year, ac­ 
cording to a report, made 
Tuesday night to the Board of 
Education.

Officials expect at least 26,- 
850 students in 1960-01, of 
which 21,300 would be in ele­ 
mentary school and 5550 in 
high school. Estimates indicate 
that there will be about 3100 
kindergartners next fall, but 
only about 1000 seniors will 
graduate from high school this 
spring.

For some reason, the I960-

(11 fifth and tenth grade class­ 
es are expected to be smaller 
than those this year. Howev­ 
er, all other classes more than 
make up for the small decline. 
Some 1910 ninth graders arc 
expected next year, compared 
with 1370 this year.

Enrollment in T o r r an c e 
schools has been increasing 
by about 2000 a year for the 
past three years. An increas­ 
ingly larger proportion of the 
total enrollment is in high 
school each year.

Some 14,000 children in Tor- 
ranee are under five-years-old.
